THE STEPHENS ADMINISTRATION, 


The review of Gov. Stephens’ administration in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch of the 12th was an impartial statement of the 
merits and demerits of the outgoing executive. It isa plain, 
unvarnished tale, with naught set down in malice and with 
no attempt to magnify faults or minimize virtues. 

Gov. Stephens’ administration has been characterized by 
clean and efficient financial management of State affairs. 
The State institutions have been, in the main, well cared for. 
An attempt was made, not wholly without success, to increase 
the assessment of quasi-public corporations to the end that 
franchises might be made to yield a fair share of public reve- 
nue. There have been many good features in Gov. Stephens’ 
executive conduct and he should receive due credit. 

The blunders seem to have been the result of political am- 
bition. Ne sooner had Mr. Stephens taken possession of the 
Executive Mansion than he began the construction of a ma- 
chine to promote his aspirations, and a sorry mess he made 
of it. His shuffling in the matter of the franchise tax law 
probably was caused by the same eagerness for political nad- 
VYancement. Had he taken a firm stand and held it the bill 
would now be law, and Gov. Stephens’ political fortunes would 
be in much better condition than they seem to be. 

But the worst blunder of all Was the signature of the street 
railway trust bill. This act brought upon Gov. Stephens not 
only condemnation, but contempt. His labored defense made 
him ridiculous without contributing anything to his justifica- 
tion. I 

By siudying the Stéphens administration and Stephens 
methods Gov. Dockery can find many suggestions of what a 
Governor ought not to do. But many as are the faults which 
helped to discredit Mr. Stephens, they all flow from or are 
contained in his inordinate ambition and propensity to prc- 
mote his own fortunes without reference to his public duty. 
In this is a warning to his successor.

‘The promoters of this organization need- 
ed Baltimore in their circuit. McGraw real- 
ized this. When Hanlon called him to New 
York for a conference, McGraw said he? 
would return to the National League ranks 
if he was paid a salary of $5900, and that 
Robinson would return for $3,500. He aiso 
Stated that if he was sold to any club by 
Hanlon he would want $3,500 of the pur- 
chi ise money, and Robinson demanded $25” 

‘““‘McGraw and Robinson made this propo- 
sition when the promoters of the new fea ague 
thought they were safe in their ranks. Mc- 
Graw and Robinson realized, as did every- 
body else, that if they returnes to the Na- 
tional League, the new organization would 
g0 to pieces. 

“Hanion accepted McGraw's terms on the 
advice of the other league mg:nates. I paid 
Hanlon $16,750 for the release of McGraw, 
Robinson and Keister. Besides the salary 
and the purchase money, the St. Louis c.ub 
paid McGraw and Robinson $500 for a bar- 
tender, who attended to their business in 
Baltimore while they were with the St.
